IMPOSING PROCESSION 


Many DignHaries Take Part in the 


Great Parade, and millions of Peo- 
ple Throng 
the Streets, Walks 


and Buildings in Efforts to Get a 
Glimpse of England's Rulor-The 
Queen Pleased With the Reception 


Accorded Her. 


BUCKINGHAM PALACE, June 22.— 


The-lust of the procession has come, 
and the roar of cheers I/hat marked its 
course up Constitution Hill told the 
bog-inning- of the story of the Queen 
among- her people, while the artillery 
in Hyde Park by a royal salute of 
sixty guns thundered 'the fact to the 
waiting 
thousands elsewhere. The 


procession was practically in three 
section?; us far as St. Pauls, though 
the two last en route to the cathedral 
consolidated as they moved into Pica- 
<lilly. The first to take up '.the posi- 
tion was 
the 
colonial 
procession, 


which formed on the embankment 
and moved via Mall, and thence past 
the palace, where her majesty viewed 
it, over the route to St. Pauls. The 
march began at S:45. The procession 
was headed by the royal horse guards: 
Then cnme a -portion of the pictur- 
esque Northwest 'Territory mounted 
police, as an escort to the Canadian 
premier, Hon. Wilfred Laurier. South 
Wales mounted rifles succeeded them, 
escorting1 their premier, Hon. S. H. 
]:eid. The Victorian mounted troops 
followed, succeeded by the New Zea- 
land mounted contingent, 
escorting 


Premier Hon. Eich.ird J. Seddon. The 
Cape of Good 
Hope mounted rifles 


rode before their premier. Sir G. Gor- 
don Spriggs, and next rode the South 
Australian mounted troops and gave 
place to the premier of New Found- 
hind, Hon. W. V. Whitewny. Then 
came the Natal mounted troops and 
premier. Eon. Sir. H. N. Nelson. The 
premiers being disposed of then suc- 
ceeded the. most 
attractive display, 


the mounted troops of. the crown. 
Following1 came the real oddities of 
which the Zaptiehs from Cyprus di- 
vided honors with the Dyr.ks of Bor- 
neo. These 
and others emphasized 


the fact how widely scattered are the 
races the Queen rules.

Then came 
the queen herself. A cheer broke 
forth, that seemed to shake the 
"•round and was renewed again and

horses, 


whose manes were richly woven with 
ribbons of royal blue, saddle cloths

Next the field 
marshalls, then the equerries, gentle- 
men in waiting of foreign naval nnd 
military attaches, with a glittering ar- 
ray of titles, -uniformed in dresses of 
all courts of Europe, next the compli- 
ment from the kaiser, a deputation 
from the First Prussian dragoons and 
then -the most brill hint of oil soldiery, 
the imperial service -troops from In- 


dia.

TEMPLE BAR, England, June 22.— 


The'boundary of the faithful city was 
crossed by Her Majesty at noon. She 
was 'received in ancient and stately 
horn-age by a chief magistrate. Massed 
against the back ground wae the law 
courts, and most of Her 
Majesty's 


judges in splendid robes. 
The lord 


mayor and city 
officials arrived ter. 


minutes before the Queen was due. 
On her arrival, -Lord Mayor Sir FauUel- 
PliiHips, uncovered, 
presented the 


Queen the hilt of the 
unsheathed 


sword of the city as a token of sub- 
mission. The Queia touched'it, there- 
by returning it- in token of s-obmis- 
sion graciously received. Then a-t Her 
'Majesty's command, the lord mayor 
and sheriffs led the procession to. St. 
1'atils. The great bells of the cathe- 
dral broke out in a happy chorus as 
the procession left Temple Bar, and 
only ceased as Her Majesty's carriage 
stopped in front of the steps of the 
sacred edifice. There the 'carriages of 
the Queen's procession formed in open 
order, and the Queen came between, 
halting- opposite 
the platform 
on 


which the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Lord Bishop of London, and other ec- 
clesiastical 
dignitaries 
were sta- 


tioned. 
As the Queen appeared and 


approached, the ecclesiastics beyan a 
simple service ac-the improvisioned al- 
t.ar. ''To Deum," composed for the oc- 
casion, was sung, 
and 
the 
clergy 


chanted "Oh, Lord, Save the Qaeen," 
to which the great choir, in wondrous 
volume, responded, "And 
mercifully 


hear us when we call -upon Thee." 
The Bishop of London then read a 
short collect, after which the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury -pronounced the 
benediction. 


Then, 
amidst 
further ringing of 


bells and sing-ing 
of 
the 
national 


anthem, the Queen started on her re- 
turn to Buckingham Palace. 
As she 


passed, the miillituide around the car- 
riage begun singing "God Save the 
Queen." which continued till she was 
long out of sight. As Her Majesty en- 
tered the gates of Buckingham Pal- 
ace at two o'clock a gun in Hyde 
1'ark announced the great procession 
u-ns over and the event had parsed in- 
to history. The sound of the royal 
salute was answered by

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The wool 


schedule was taken up in the senate 
today.

>vhich to talk o;a the good roads or 
bad roads question in n convention, 
in a -newspaper, in business circles, 
tmvwhere, for everyone knows that 
it "is based on truth—everyone -knows 
that "bad roads are a perpetual evil.'

and cities cursed with bad roads on 
their main street a.nd with

•will secure its enforcement. I had not 
become aoa ardent advocate of good 
ro;n]s until my two boys and one girl, 
who are members of the League of 
American \VTieelmoD, began to agi- 
tate. They have been so earnest and 
practical, that they have gotten all 
of the farmers in our community in- 
terested in .the work. The farmers no 
longer raise the cry that the talk 
about good roads is all for the benefit 
of the wheelmen.

It is sin- 
gular to note tha-t not- a svng'.e peti- 
tion was received favoring the abol- 
ishment of the kindergartens. Public 
sentiment seems to lie unanimous for 
their continuance, a-ml there was no 
other course-for the commissioners to 
do, in face of -the overwhelming en- 
dorsement given by the people of Ra- 
cine.

of importance of making and preserv- 
ing some historical record of the early 
settlement 
of 
Racine 
county, was 


taken on the Hth day of March, 1870, 
nt which time the Racine County Old 
Settlers' Society was formed.

house of Ka-cine and all residents of 
Racine couivty who' had bc.cn in the 
state for. more than thirty years, were 
invited to be present. 


That the meeting was a very large 


and enthusiastic one is well known to 
the pioneers.

unite in an organization for the pur-

It was necessary that 
seventy-five persons should sign the 
constitution before officers 
could be 


elected. 


It is not necessary to say that the 


requisite number signed. 
Lucius S. 


Blake, now deceased, was elected pres- 
ident and the vice-presidents were 
Benjamin Pratt, W. S. Hoyt, Thomas 
Place. 
For secretary and treasurer 


the late S. B. Peck was chosen and the 
executive committee were A. Cooper, 
R H. Baker. J. 0. Ba-rt-lett. A. Ray- 
mond. Pliny M. Perkins. With pos- 
sibly one exception'all of the first offi- 
cers have passed to the other side. 


The persons who signed the pre- 


amble and constitution are given be- 
low. All of the names are familiar, 
but many 
of them who shared the 


hardships of the early days are. no 
more. A review of the nnmes will1 re- 
call pleasant times passed at the re- 
unions of .the Old Settlers' Society of 
the past:

Article 3.—Until congress shall pro-

Article 5.—There shall be no further 


immigration of Chinese in-to the Ha- 
waiian islands except on such condi- 
tions as now or may hereafter be al- 
lowed by law in the United States and 
no Chinese shall be allowed to enter 
the United States from the Hawaiian 
islands.

Then the farm- 
er gets best results. . He can rake the 
muddy poud bottoms for fat fellows aud 
keep up the.supply. One pond should 
be untouched, for froia their buried in- 
habitants the spring crop of tadpoles 
must bo raised. 


Before engaging in frog fanning tho 


provident man or woman will first obtain 
urwjdyrnurket for the frogs either with 
tho fish dealers iu the nearest largo city 
or make practical deals directly with 
tbo hotel proprietors or restaurant keep- 
ers and bargain to supply » certain. 
number of pounds of frogs' 'legs ev«ry 
day of tho week. It stands to reason 
that frog farming ia useless in districts 
far from a railroad or remote from, a 
metropolis. 


JTorajro CropH- 


In n bulletin issued from the Ohio 


station J. F. Hickmau- gives a report 
of general results of experiments with 
forago crops ot tho station since 1838. 
Tho author recommends alfalfa for 
lauds having open or porous subsoils, 
oowpoas only for green manuring on 
impoverished lund, soju bean for forago 
and green manuring, Oauadirpoas and 
oiit-fl for forago, Indian corn as the fore- 
• most forago crop in Ohio, Hungarian 
and Gorman, millets for ditch crops 
•when the hay crop is short and rape for 
forage. Tho hairy vetoh has not boon 
sufficiently tested. Crimson clover is 
regarded aa of doubtful value. The flat 
pea, spring votch, sweet clover, Brazil- 
ian flour corn, kafflr com, millo mnizo, 
Jerusalem corn, toosiute, Japanese and 
Bnssian millets, sachalino and spurry 
»ro not considered of sufficient valuo in 
Ohio to justify their recommendation. 


L. E. Pie'rce, -writing from Summit; 


county,: O., to Country Gentleman, tells 
iiat ona oi .the most perplexing prob^ 
lema he has., to contend with is how. to. 
jrow. the necessary straw for bedding' 
ale stock. He says:-- 


It is rarely the case that I can afford 


lacd enough to raise rye for it, and 
most generally it is more desirable to 
plow it under green than to harvest it, 
go I do not always get -the straw when I 
sow the grain.. Formerly when straw- 
berries wore pretty sure to net $100 per 
acre or more it was plainly bettor to 
grow a few more' berries and buy tbo 
straw, but the experience of the last 
two years shows that it is not safe to 
have to buy anything • tbat can be pro- 
duced. Further than this, I live in a 
community of winter dairymen and 
hear a thriving city and several vil- 
lages. The result'is that atrnw is diffi- 
cult to obtain, and the price is high in 
proportion to hay. 


My experience' -with German millet 


last summer leada me to think I have 
solved the problem. I shall mato it a 
point to raise nn aore or two and let it 
get ripe. It will produce from two to 
threo tons per acre, while rye will rare- 
ly give ono ton. It will produce more 
seed per aero than rye, and it ia always 
worth more to eell at least. I got 2}£ 
tons per acre last year, and this at $7 
is $17.50. Sixteen.' bushels of seed at 75 
cents per bushel would be $13 more. I 
could then sow tho same ground to rye 
and got 1 ton of straw and 18 of seed 
at CCT cciita por bushel, which wbuld 
give Slfl moro, making in 14 morrths 
§4i.CO per aero, and the rye, if loft to 
harvest, would, give a chance to stock 
with olovar. 
' 


According to a funny western scheme 


which I have soon suggested millet can 
be sown in early potatoes at tho last 
working and produce a crop without 
materially reducing the/yiold of pota- 
toes. Perhaps this can be done on rich 
prairie Mil. I am not sure that it could 
bo done, on my laud. One is dazzled at 
the possibilities that such u, beginning 
would open up. This is tho scheme: 


- Plant early potatoes and sow with millet 
at tlw lust cultivating in May, Harvest 
tho millet tho lust of August. Dig the po- 
tatoes and sow to ryo. Harvesc the rye 
tbe last of June and plant to Stowell 
Kweefc com. Sow to rye again at the last 
working of. the corn the second week in 
August aud scock to clover the next 
spring, cuttingclieryc ut the usual time. 
However, Iain uoi writing a romance, 
-o I will rest lie this point.

THE FUTURE'OFTHE'HORSE. 


An Improved Demand I" Boported '.ffoT 


Hie Butter-Clow of -Honx*. 


There has of late been a steady de- 


cline in the value of the horsa, accord- 
ing to -a report fsoro the department of 
agriculture slaving the value of farm 
animaie on Jan. 1, 1897. Its treatment 
of the statistics in relation to the horse 
is. especially interesting. Tho decline in 
the prices of horses is usually ateibated 
to the rapid introduction of the trolloy 
and tbe bicycle, but the figures submit- 
ted by the department prove these to 
have been but jainor causes. Most of tbo 
decline in prices is attributed- to. the 
heavily increased production of horses 
on ranges of tbe west and tho facilities 
afforded for handling the. traffic by the 
railway. The world has never, oeforo 
seen so large a region suddenly made 
available for horse breeding. 


Between the years 1889 and 1898'the 


number of horses in Montana,_ Wyo- 
ming, Colorado, New Mexico an'd far- 
ther-west iu creased from 1,470,768. to 
1,973,533, or about-oue-third.;" 


In 1866 the average price of h'orses in 


the United States was $59.86. From 
1883 to 1880 the leverage price- ranged 
.between J70.OT and $74.64, the latter 
price having boon reached in 1884. By 
1893 tha average was $65.01. • 
-

The rapid decline set in after 1893, in 


•which year the average price was $61.22. • 
The figure in 1894 was $47.88, in 1895 
$36.29, in 1890 $88.07 and at tho be- 
ginning of the present year ?31.61. 


On western ranges the prices are 


about tho lowest on record. The average 
price of a horse there is but two-fifths 
of what it WUB in 1S34, and of mules 
lesu than one-half. In some parts of the 
range country horses are rated at 53 a 
head. They have even been given away

Cotton In Oklahoma. 


A bulletin prepared on tho Oklahoma 


station gives information concerning j 
cotton culture based on the experience i 


successfully iu northern Illinois if a 
suitable scil is selected. It prefers a 
deep, soiiicwhnt porous subsoil, such as 
wo find in alluvial river bottoms, but it 
will also do-well on any reasonably good 
upland soil where tho roots can pene- 
trate eight or ten feet. The climatic 
conditions of northern Illinois should 
bo no obstacle to its successful culture. 
In Illinois, where tho rainfall is usual- 
ly Bnflleieiit for the growth of crops and 
where the i-uininer drought is seldom 
severe, alfalfa seed cau be sown with 
oats iu the spring, as grass or olover is 
sown, either broadcast or drilled. If, 
on the other hand, there is danger of 
drought in July, the young 
alfalfa 


might snffer severely after the removal 
of tbe oats. In that case it would be 
better to sow tho seed by itself. Alfalfa 
can be HOWU in July or tho beginning of 
August with good succoa;. It requires 
20 pounds of alfalfs to setid an acre.

tality tables. When, the premium is 
f.xed the contract is absolute, and it 
follows aa a .natural consequence that 
vpou-eac-h contract or policy issued 


••there irrastTxs an accumulation or re- 


servo -which will -without 
question 


carry the' contract-, to _maturity;' 
whereas, where tho premium Is •-flex- 
ible, the rate while calculated 
upon 


mortality tables may toko into consid- 
eration the mortality experience of 
-fixed premium companies. 


Whether the company or associa- 


tion be operated on thtj fixed or flex- 
ible premium ptau, the law should re-

THE WORLD'S BLIND. 


It is stated that there are 1,000,000 


blind people in {he world, or one to 
ovt-ry 
1,500 inhabitants. 
Latest re- 


ports 
show 23,000 blind persons in 


England, of 870 for en'ch million in- 
habitants. Blind infants of less than 
5 years. 166 for each million, between 
5 and )3, 2SS; between 20 and 25, 422; . 
between 45 and 60,, 1,625, and above 
05 years, 7,000 for each million. Rus- 
sia and Egypt are the countries where 
rtie blind constitute the largest pro- 
portionate number of the total popula- 
tion—in Kussia, on account of the lack 
of experienced medical attention, and 
in Egypt because of ophthalmia due 
to irritation caused by movement of 
the sand by the 
wind. There are 


nearly 200.000 blind persons in Euro- 
pean .Russia, the larger number being 
in Finland ond 
the 
northern, prov- 


inces. This is ascribed to the flat 
country and imperfect ventilation in 
huts of the peasantry. Though more 
!han 
half of. the blind population of 


Europe is found in Russia, there are- 
only twenty-five asylums for the blind 
hi -the empire, one-tenth of the total 
number in Europe.—London Mail.
